More childicii will oo in jidy than in Deccmher. We shall 
have things to .s.iy to teachers and children later. Now we 
want to speak to School Tnutees and Parents. 

TRUSTEES have three very important duties— they 
arc more im|K>rtant than getting in the crops on time. I'irst. 
they should hire the HF-ST POSSIl'-IJ-. TKACIIKUS for 
the schools under their care. No favoritiism, no careless- 
ness, no delay! Secondly, they should provide the most 
COMFORTABLE SCHOOL HOUSES possible. The 
children cannot half study when the rain is leaking through 
the roof on to thcni. in summer, or when their feet are freez- 
ing in winter. One girl who studied in Herca this year. 
FROZE HER FEET IN THE SCHOOLROOM while 
te.iching last winter. Thirdly, they should Sfc that sch<X)l 
he^n'ns as early as possililc in July. I^vcry <!,iy s (cedinK is 
itn|>ort.int in fattening stock. Every day's learning is more 
importaitt in edncating children. 

PARENTS have two special tasks, to make the most 
of the school. First, they shoukl see that all children of

The 
church and the school are the most important institutions in 
the United States. Make them better aad you make the 
country better.

Tbe region is one at pluBglag wa-' 
tera. Within a length of IS milaa tha 
8hake river leapa dowa a aarlaa of 
giant atapa uatU It haa drowad a daaa 
US feet. 

Shoshone P;iI1s form the highest of 
theee leaps. Pour miles abova them 
are Twin Falln. divided by a 'great, 
cleaving promontory of rock. 

Eleven mtlea below flhoshone ie an> 
other drop, of 139 fe< t this time, called 
Augur Falls. A luiiKln'd miles below 
are Swan Falls— and ao It goes.
